ous y ears. 
The President said the in­ 
crease in the cost of living 
level thus far this y ear has 
been less than one percentage 
point, as compared w?ith aver­ 
age increases of three points 
or more in previous y ears.

Panmunjom, Oct. 21 UP)—A cor­ 
poral from Virginia’s mountain 
country —the first of 23 unrepatri- 
ated American war prisoners to 
quit communism—said today “ I 
had enough” of life under the 
Reds. 
Cpl. Edw’ard S. Dickenson, a 25- 
y ear-old former farmer from Big 
Stone Gap, Va., said it was “ more 
than likely ” some of the other 
Americans who spurned a chance 
to return home wTould change their 
minds. 
“ Communism is not my belief.” 
he told a news conference. 
“ I 
have my ow*n beliefs.” 
Dickenson, whose parents live in 
a remote cabin high in the Alle­ 
gheny Mountains, returned to the 
allies of his own free will. 
Rushed to a hospital near Seoul, 
he told new’smen he had contem­ 
plated returning for quite a while. 
Refuses Answers 
The y oung soldier flatly refused 
to answ*er questions that w*ould 
have shed light on why he or the 
other Americans chose to remain 
with the Reds. 
“ I can’t answer that . . . I don’t 
know what them (the 22 others) 
want to do . . .” 
Dickenson, 
appearing 
slightly 
bewildered and choosing his words 
carefully , asked after about 10 
minutes that the interview* be 
halted. Then he agreed to a brief 
appearance before newsreel and 
television cameras. 
He said he had not been briefed 
by army officers before meeting 
with new*smen . . . tl)e decision not 
to answer questions was his ow*n. 
In contrast to his appearance 
before the newrsmen, Dickenson 
was smiling and seemed in good 
spirits when he was transferred to 
allied control earlier today a t Pan­ 
munjom. 
‘Sure Feel» Great’ 
“ It sure feels great to be back 
in the hands of the Americans,” 
Dickenson grinned to newsmen at 
the short transfer ceremony

I knew* he was coming home 
if they ’d let him.” 
“ If y ou can,” she told the re­ 
porter, “ I w*ish y ou w*ould get a 
word to him—tell him nobody 
hereabouts thinks hard of him for 
what he done, and we will all give 
him a big welcome home.

Moscow*, Oct. 21—A new Soviet 
color movie portray ing American 
businessmen and generals as a t­ 
tempting to use six Negroes as 
human guinea pigs in testing a 
fearful secret war w*eapon is now 
play ing to packed houses in many 
Moscow theatres. 
The 
strongly 
anti-American 
film, which opened here this week, 
is entitled “ Silver Dust.” It gives 
the impression that only “ pro­ 
gressives” in the United States 
oppose the machinations of evil 
persons. 
The heroes are those 
who sy mpathize with a Negro 
character who announces he is a 
Communist. 


Five other Negroes also are ar­ 
rested and all six are sentenced 
to the electric chair. 
But the 
y oung woman confesses her part 
in the framing. 
The six Negroes are spirited 
from prison in a jeep manned by 
police and brought to the profes­ 
sor’s laboratory where a general 
has them thrown into a cage used 
to hold animals in tests with the 
silver dust.

In a town colled “Forts Kill,” a 
young woman, with the conniv­ 
ance of a crooked judge and sher­ 
iff, is induced to fram e a charge 
of attem pted assault against a 
Negro Communist. 
This Negro’s 
m other is an ill-treated servant 
in the home of the professor who 
developed the new weapon. 


Five other Negroes also are a r­ 
rested and all six are sentenced 
to the electric chair. 
But the 
young woman confesses her part 
in the framing. 
The six Negroes are spirited 
from prison in a jeep m anned by 
police and brought to the profes­ 
sor’s laboratory where a general 
has them thrown into a cage used 
to hold animals in tests with the 
silver dust.

Specia l congressiona l elections in off y ea rs 
a lwa y s crea te a lot of commotion. Inev ita bly 
they a re looked to by politicia ns a nd public 
a like for indica tions of a trend tha t might 
ca rry into the nex t genera l election. 
We ha v e just ha d the first such test of 
rea l consequence. In Wisconsin’s Ninth Con­ 
gressiona l District, a fa rming a rea in the 
northwest portion of the sta te, the v oters 
elected a Democra t for the first time in his­ 
tory .

AMERICANIZATION 
Way back in my boyhood, it was called Ameri­ 
canization. It wa* an ap p roach to the children of 
immigrants or to the immigrants themselves so 
that, they might more readily understand this 
country, its traditions, its ideals and its , institu­ 
tions without so up rooting the individual that he 
was left without a moral basis for life. 
It is now half a century since I was absorbed 
in this p rocess and I now learn that the YMHA’s 
and Jewish Community Centers all over the Unit­ 
ed States are celebrating the centennial of the 
first such organization, which was established in 
Baltimore, Maryland, in 1854. 
The American p eop le axp a comp osite of some 
50 nations or races or whatever you wish to call 
them. This must be a good country or so many 
p eop le would not have come to it and stayed here. 
And they still not only continue to migrate to this 
land of ours .but quarrel when limitations are p ut 
on immigration. And this can be said as well; no­ 
body ever came to the United States as an immi­ 
grant who wa* content to live in the land of his 
birth. Peop le were driven to America by religious 
p ersecution, and by unfavorable economic and so­ 
cial conditions. 
The children of these immigrants are quickly 
translated into Americans by the p ublic school 
system, which wears off the rough edges of 
strangeness and gives to all children an equality 
of op p ortunity that is the characteristic of this 
country. 
In my childhood, we used to p lay on the streets 
after school, unorganized p lay excep t that one boy 
always asserted leadership and somehow his ca­ 
p acities dominated the group . If this strong boy 
was a decent fellow, the gang was decent; if he 
tended to be a thief, the gang went criminal. The 
elders p layed a small p art in- the lives of the chil­ 
dren; they worked a 12-hour day and came home 
tired and irritable. Even more than that, the chil­ 
dren knew that the p arents were "greenhorns,” 
as they were called, and doubted their knowledge 
because they did not sp eak English. 
My exp erience as a child has been rep roduced 
generation after generation. At this moment, the 
same difficulties, the same p roblems assert them­ 
selves among the newest immigrants. When chil­ 
dren p lay on streets, they form gangs’ and gangs 
can be good or bad; they can be a substitute for 
organized p lay or they can become the breeding 
grounds for crime. 
Those of us who were fortunate enough to join 
clubs or go to p layrooms in social settlements 
were given an added op p ortunity for American­ 
ization. The YMHA’s, as the YMCA’s, were not, 
in those days, situated in the slum areas where I 
was brought up , but there was the Educational 
Alliance, the University Settlement, the Henry 
Street Settlement and a number of similar insti­ 
tutions which took us to their bosoms and gave us 
op p ortunities for self-imp rovement which were 
otherwise unavailable. 
• 
I went to the Educational Alliance on the East 
Side of New York, which, at that time, devoted 
itself to Americanization. When I think of» Gen­ 
eral David Samoff and Eddie Cantor, I cannot 
avoid recalling the circumstances bf their child­ 
hood and the remarkable results achieved by these 
associations not in up rooting children from their 
ancestry, but in transp lanting them to wholesome 
soil and help ing them to grow straight into the 
tun. 
And Americanization is a good term for this 
?>rocess, because the American ideal of human 
reedom and dignity, of p laying the game by the 
rules, yet p laying as an individual, comp etitively 
taking the risks and exp ecting just rewards with­ 
out p rejudice or discrimination—these concep ts of 
life are not Europ ean and they did not come to us 
naturally. They had to be taught by p recep t and 
exp erience. 
I am willing to wager that no boy who in those 
years went through the Americanization p rocess 
became a racketeer or a sp y. We were Americans, 
we belonged. 
Half a century away. I think that I can say 
that the Americanization Influences of the Educa­ 
tional Alliance did more for me than any other 
force that I encountered. In those days Boys Clubs 
f» n2i ^ J i ec* a Par* *n building character in men. 
while this work was not limited to Jewish immi­ 
grants and their children, it is interesting that the 
Jewish group is celebrating a century of such work 
in and for America. It is a work that should be 
continued among the newer immigrants.

Tha t Body of Yours 
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REMOVING CERUMEN (WAX) FROM EARS 
Now that p hysicians and dentists have health- 
minded p eop le consulting them twice a year, it 
might be well for us to visit an ear sp ecialist at 
least once a year to have the cerumen (wax), re­ 
moved from the ear canal. This cerumen may be 
p resent in such a large amount that it blocks the 
p assage of sound to middle and inner ear, by p re­ 
venting the ear drum vibrating. Why some individ­ 
uals have an excess of cerumen is not clearly under­ 
stood; the shap e of the outer end of the canal 
sometimes help s to retain the waxy mass. The im­ 
p acted cerumen is "a mixture of wax. dust, hair, 
and scales from outer coat or surface of the skin.” 
The symp toms of imp acted cerumen are (a) 
decrease in hearing ability, (b) full feeling in ears 
making many think they have high blood p ressure, 
(c) sometimes ringing in ears and head noises, (d) 
cough, sometimes slight dizziness, itching. Sudden 
onset of these symp toms after swimming or a 
showerbath may occur, the water causing swelling 
of the cerumen mass. 
As the removal of this mass with the disap p ear­ 
ance of the symp toms usually requires about one 
visit to the ear sp ecialist, this is well invested time 
and money as the p atient’s attemp t to remove the 
mass may involve the use of hairp ins, p ap er clip s, 
and toothp icks with serious results. The old saying 
that nothing smaller than the elbow should be p ut 
into the outer ear, still holds good. 
While there are p rop rietary p rep arations which 
soften the cerumen so that it can be removed by

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RESULTS OF SPECIAL ELECTIONS 
Special congressional elections in off years 
always create a lot of commotion. Inevitably 
they are looked to by politicians and public 
alike for indications of a trend that might 
carry into the next general election. 
We have just had the first such test of 
real consequence. In Wisconsin’s Ninth Con­ 
gressional District, a fanning area in the 
northwest portion of the state, the voters 
elected a Democrat for the first time in his­ 
tory. The race was to fill a vacancy caused 
by the death of a Republican representative. 
Democrats naturally are hailing the result 
as a sign of things to come, and as proof the 
farmers are displeased with administration 
agricultural policies. Even the losing GOP 
candidate viewed the outcome as a slap at 
the present government. 
It might be true. But one swallow does 
not make a summer. It would be foolish 
either for administration politicians to ex­ 
hibit panic or for Democrats to count the 
1954 race won as result of this decision. 
Some observers point out that the win­ 
ning Democrats pledged during his campaign 
to follow the voting pattern of the previous 
Republican recumbent, who was a maverick 
opposed to all of the policies dear to the 
Adlai Stevenson Democrats. 
It could be that the election of a maverick 
Democrat to replace a maverick Republican 
is a meaningless shift of labels—or in any 
event hardly more than a slap by the farm­ 
ers at administration farm policies. 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt was Presi­ 
dent, the Republicans developed quite a habit 
of winning special elections. Once in a while 
they even pulled off a real shocker, like up­ 
setting the opposition in a long-established 
Democratic district in New York City. Now 
and then their victories seemed to build into 
a marked trend. 
But it was always different in presidential 
years, and even in nonpresidential general 
elections, with the exception of 1946, the 
GOP never went over the top. 
So these special races have to be taken 
with a grain of salt. A party may read into 
victory or defeat almost anything he wishes. 
But it had better read with caution, for there 
is no way of being sure until the big event 
comes along.

AMERICANIZATION 
Way back in my boyhood, it was called Ameri­ 
canization. It was an approach to the children of 
immigrants or to the immigrants themselves so 
that, they might more readily understand this 
country, its traditions, its ideals and its t institu­ 
tions without so uprooting the individual that he 
was left without a moral basis for life. 
It is now half a century since I was absorbed 
in this process and I now learn that the YMHA’s 
and Jewish Community Centers all over the Unit­ 
ed States are celebrating the centennial of the 
first such organization, which was established in 
Baltimore, Maryland, in 1854. 
The American people are a composite of some 
50 nations or races or whatever you wish to call 
them. This must be a good country or so many 
people would not have come to it and stayed here. 
And they still not only continue to migrate to this 
land of ours but quarrel when limitations are put 
on immigration. And this can be said as well: no­ 
body ever came to the United States as an immi­ 
grant who was content to live in the land of his 
birth. People were driven to America by religious 
persecution, and by unfavorable economic and so­ 
cial conditions. 
The children of these immigrants are quickly 
translated into Americans by the public school 
system, W’hich wears off the 
rough edges of 
strangeness and gives to all children an equality 
of opportunity that is the characteristic of this 
country. 
In my childhood, we used to play on the streets 
after school, unorganized play except that one boy 
always asserted leadership and somehow his ca­ 
pacities dominated the group. If this strong boy 
was a decent fellow, the gang was decent; if he 
tended to be a thief, the gang went criminal. The 
elders played a small part in the lives of the chil­ 
dren; they worked a 12-hour day and came home 
tired and irritable. Even more than that, the chil­ 
dren knew that the parents were “greenhorns," 
as they were called, and doubted their knowledge 
because they did not speak English. 
My experience as a child has been reproduced 
generation after generation. At this moment, the 
same difficulties, the same problems assert them­ 
selves among the newest immigrants. When chil­ 
dren play on streets, they form gangs’ and gangs 
can be good or bad; they can be a substitute for 
organized play or they can become the breeding 
grounds for crime. 
Those of us w?ho were fortunate enough to join 
clubs or go to playrooms in social settlements 
were given an added opportunity for American­ 
ization. The YMHA’s, as the YMCA’s, were not, 
in those days, situated in the slum areas where I 
was brought up, but there was the Educational 
Alliance, the University Settlement, the Henry 
Street Settlement and a number of similar insti­ 
tutions which took us to their bosoms and gave us 
opportunities for self-improvement which were 
otherwise unavailable.

I went to the Educational Alliance oa the East 
Side of New* York, which, at that time, devoted 
itself to Americanization. When I think of* Gen­ 
eral David Sarnoff and Eddie Cantor, I cannot

REMOVING CERUMEN (WAX) FROM EARS 
Now that physicians and dentists have health- 
minded people consulting them tw*ice a year, it 
might be well for us to visit an ear specialist at 
least once a year to have the cerumen (wax), re­ 
moved from the ear canal. This cerumen may be 
present in such a large amount that it blocks the 
passage of sound to middle and inner ear, by pre­ 
venting the ear drum vibrating. Why some individ­ 
uals have an excess of cerumen is not clearly under­ 
stood; the shape of the outer end of the canal 
sometimes helps to retain the waxy mass. The im­ 
pacted cerumen is “a mixture of wax, dust, hair, 
and scales from outer coat or surface of the skin." 
The symptoms of impacted cerumen are (a) 
decrease in hearing ability, (b) full feeling in ears 
making many think they have high blood pressure, 
(c) sometimes ringing in ears and head noises, (d) 
cough, sometimes slight dizziness, itching. Sudden 
onset of these symptoms after swimming or a 
showerbath may occur, the water causing swelling 
of the cerumen mass. 
As the removal of this mass w*ith the disappear­ 
ance of the symptoms usually requires about one 
visit to the ear specialist, this is w*ell invested time 
and money as the patient’s attem pt to remove the 
mass may involve the use of hairpins, paper clips, 
and toothpicks with serious results. The old saying 
that nothing smaller than the elbow should be put 
into the outer ear, still holds good. 
While there are proprietary preparations which 
soften the cerumen so that it can be removed by 
syringing with half-strength peroxide of hydrogen, 
the force or strength of the syringe used mav not 
be properly controlled by the patient himself so 
that the ear specialist with a controlled pressure 
syringe is best able to remove the plug. 
He first puts in the peroxide and water, half 
and half, in one ear, has it remain in for a few 
minute, patient placing his head on a towel so 
as to hold in the peroxide, olive oil, or other pre­ 
paration to soften the plug, and then syringes the 
ear with a hot solution of boracic acid, a half tea­ 
spoon to a glass of water. This usually removes the 
plug in one piece. If not, the process is repeated. 
It is free of pain. 
I write about this cerumen plug at least once a 
year because it gives so much relief from symp­ 
toms noted above and also as a warning to the 
patient not to try to remove the plug himself.

State to Set 
Deer Cheeks for 
Oct. 25 Opening 


Albany, Oct. 21—The 23th of 
October will not only mark the 
opening of the 1953 deer season 
in the Adirondack area counties 
but will be a milestone for the 
game research men of the New 
York State Conservation Depart­ 
ment—the tenth year of opera­ 
tion of the deer checking stations 
on main traffic routes in the 
North Country. 
During 
the 
Adirondack 
deer 
season, the game technicians an­ 
nounce, the Conservation Depart­ 
ment’s check stations will be op- i 
erated each weekend. 
Pioneering 
in 
deer 
research 
work which reveloped the quick 
and accurate method of deter­ 
mining the age of deer through j 
examination of their teeth, the S 
Conservation 
Department’s 
re -' 
search men, with the cooperation 
of sportsmen, have been able to 
“take the pulse” of the deer herd 
in all sections of the state. 
Information secured at these 
check stations gives a clear pic­ 
ture of the condition of thc range 
where the deer were shot; tells 
the biologists the proportion of 
the deer herd carried over from 
one season to the next; whether 
the herd is in good balance and 
healthy—or weak and subject to 
winter starvation. 
Antler size is 
measured too and gives an added 
clue to deer range condition and 
whether the deer are developing 
normally.
